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The late Philip Clark of Mattoon, 
Illi., was a lifelong friend of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
A short tim e before hia death 
Uncle Philip said in conversation w ith 
a o o r r e s p o iid c n t of the Chicago Times- i 
Herald: 
“ I do not believe the tailor ever lived 
who was skillful enough to make clothes 
to fit Liuoolu. He was the roughest an<l 
most irregular m an in outline I ever 
g4W. 
But no child w’as afraid of him, 
and no woman would declare him to be 
ugly. Yet any description of his appear­ 
ance you would w’rite down would war- | 
mnt the conclusion that he w’as any- 
S iug but good looking. 
Why, I must 
tell you, the very skin of the man did 
not fit, for it api)eared to be loase on ! 
and I knew him from 
A fter the Black Haw k 
was seized w ith politi- 
eal aspirations, but failed to get the 
coveted 
position 
of 
representative. 
He met w ith an obstacle in my friend 
Peter C artw right, a good man, whom 
I also knew’ as w’ell as a brother in 
those dreary days. 
After 1883 I saw 
Lincoln quite often in 
Springfield, 
where he then lived. 
I had met w ith 
some reverses, and aft*>r compounding 
medicines, the nutiiro of which I had 
learned from the Indians, which m edi­ 
cines w’cre sold by Drs. Robinson and 
Shields, I took my money and w’cnt in ­ 
to partnership w ith the m erchants G ar­ 
rett and Douglas, and we bought hogs 
aud f.ittened tliem on the m ast and 
what corn we could buy in the fields. 
“ The crop was poor that yi'ur, and we 
bought a great deal of ground at |8 ¡)er 
acre and needed the service of a man tt* 
measure the grouud. 
1 did this iiait of 
the business and hit upon Abe Ijiiieolu 
as that man. 
He had a sort of survoy- 
lug outfit. 
1 hired Lineolii to do this 
work for us and gave him theratljer re­ 
markable w'ages of f l u day for his serv­ 
ices. Ab<‘— 1 always called him hy his 
name—thaukj« ! me gratefully for this 
because he kiuw and 1 knew’ W’e could 
have got the w’ork done for 50 cents a 
day. 
Hut I was a fii« nd of Abe, and 
my fortunes had turutsl for the bright­ 
er. 
So Lincoln rem ained in our seiviee 
a few days as a sort of accountant for 
us. 
I 
“ We turned our hogs in the fields, 
driving them in droves to the same. 
When weighing tim e came, Abe assist­ 
ed us again. 
I can see him now stand­ 
ing by the old steelyards. They are near­ 
ly all gone now'. VVe w ould tie the hog’s 
legs together and swing him up, and 
then Abe would sing out the weight, 
take a pair of scissors and cut a hunch 
of bristles off the neck to show’ the ani- ; 
mal had been weighed. 
Hogs in tliose 
days had longer bristles than the breeds 
of today, and the clipping could bo seen 
by any drover. On one of these days he 
weighed 900 hogs for us. 
“ LiiK'olu w’as a friend of temperance 
also. 
We were together one night in a , 
country neighborhood when some one 
proposed that w’e all go to the church 
close by to hear the Rev. Johu Berry 
preach a sermon on temperance. After 
listening attentively Abo remarked to 
me that that subject would some tim e be 
one of the greatest in this country. 
“ Lincoln loved debate and could tell 
an anecdote w ith great effect. In one of 
big early races for congress I heard him 
debate w ith Peter C artw right, who was 
the terror of every local orator, as his 
opponent He asked C artw right if G en -: 
eral Jackson did right in the removal— 
I believe it w as—of the bunk deposits. 
C artw right evaded the question and 
gave a very indefinite answer. 
Lincoln 
remarked that C artw right reminded 
him of a hunter ho once knew’ who rec­ 
ognized the fact that in summ er the 
deer were red and in the w inter gray, 
und at one season, therefore, a deer 
m ight resemble a calf. The hunter had 
brought down one at long range, when 
it was hard to see the difference, and 
boasting of his own m arksm anship had 
said, ‘I shot at it so as to hit it if it 
wa.s a deer and miss it if a calf. ’ This 
convulsed the audience and carried them 
w ith Lincoln. 
“ G ratitude was a religion w ith him. 
Lincoln k^ as a poor financier. 
He was 
not a m anager and seldom had any mon­ 
ey ahead, 
he came to Springfield 
from Salem, he had been boarding for a 
year w ith a m an named Nelson Ally at 
ll.oO per w’eek and was in debt to him 
|7 0. M isfortune overtook Ally long aft­ 
er that, and he became an inm ate of the 
Knox county poorhouse. 
Lincoln went 
in person and had him taken from the 
county house and given another home. 
He then asked Judge Davis to see that 
Ally should be cared for in case he (L in­ 
coln) should die first I heard this con­ 
tract betweep Lincoln and Davis. Ally 


survived Lincoln 
him well. 
“ The last tim e I saw Lincoln was in 
September, 1863. I went to Washington 
to settle some business in regard to a 
large tract of swamp laiuls I owned, 
and while at my hotel I met Ward La- 
mou, whom I knew well 
He told me 
that he knew Mr. Liiuoln would lie 
very glad to sx'e me and insisted on my 
calling the next day, which I a<x*ord- 
ingly did, and that occasion I w’ill nev­ 
er forget. 
I was ushered into the room 
where he was eouversiug w ith a num ­ 
ber of generals in great glitter and show* 
of unifonn. 
He cordially received me 
and introduced me to a number of thes<' 
gentlemen and related to them a part of 
our early flatboatiug experiences. 
Dur­ 
ing this conversation you could hear a 
pin fall, such close attention did they 
all give us, which was to my em bar­ 
rassment at the time. 
I never saw him 
again until I gazed upon his remains 
after the awful tragedy of his assassina­ 
tio n .”

THACKERAY AND GOETHE. 


The Novelist's First Interview With the 
Ureat I'oet. 
In The (Century there is an article by 
W alter Vulpius, entith*d “ Thackeray at 
W eim ar.” The following is Thackeray’s 
account of 
his 
first 
meeting w ith 
Goethe: 
Of course I remember very well the 
perturbation of spirit with which as a 
lad of 19 I rcM*eived the long expected 
invitation that the Herr Geheimeruth 
would see mo. 
This notable audience 
took place in a little antechamber of 
his private apartments, 
covered all 
round w ith antique casts and baH-reliefs. 
He was habiU*d in a long gray drab red­ 
ingote, with a w hite neckcloth and a 
red ribbon in his buttonhole. 
He kept 
bis hands behind his buck, just as in 
Rauch’s statuette. His complexion was 
very bright, clear and rosy, his eyes ex­ 
traordinarily dark, piercing and bril­ 
liant. * * * I fancied Goethe must have 
been still more handsome a.s an old man 
than even in the days of his youth. His 
voice was very rich and sweet. He a.« k- 
ed me questions about myself, which I 
answered as best I could, 
V’idi taiitum — I saw him but three 
times— niiee walking iu the garden of 
his house in the Fraiienplan, once going 
to step into hi.s ehuriot on a sunsliiny 
day, wearing a cap and a eloak w ith 
a ri!<l collar, 
lie was eaiessing at the 
tim e a beautiful little golden Iniired 
granddaughter, ov'« ‘r wliose sweet, fair 
face the earth has long since closed. 
[Alma von Goethe died at the age ot 17 
years while on a visit in Vienna in 
1844.] 
Though his sun was setting, the sky

that little Weimar was illum ined by it. 
lu every one of those kind salons the talk 
was still of art and letters. At the court 
the conversation was exceedingly friend­ 
ly, simple and polished.

cant for favors was apt to he tortured 
into a promise, and the general natural 
ly became guariU'd in liis intercourse. 
Wlu'u questioned h<*yond the hounds ol 
propriety, his lips elos(*d like a vise 
and the obtruding party was left to sup 
ply all the sub'ie(pu*nt eonvf'rsatiou. 
Thesi* cireniustane» *s proclaimed him 
a man w ho studi« ‘d to b<* iineomimifiieu- 
tive and gave him a r**pntaiion for re- 
serv(* which could not fairly he a ttrib­ 
uted to him. 
He W’as called the “ Amer­ 
ican Sphinx.” “ Ulysses the S ilent” and 
the “ Gn*at Uns])( akable, “ and was pop­ 
ularly supposed to inoTo about w ith 
sealed lips. 
It is triu* that he had no 
“ sinall talk ” iutrodueed merely for the 
sake of talking, and many a one will 
reeolleet the einbarrassinent of a In -t 
eneonnti'r w ith him resulting from this 
fact. Hut while, like ShakesiK aie’s sol- 
di(*r, he never w’ore his dagg< r in hi.s 
iiioutli, yet iu talking to a sinall circle 
of friends upo n in attus to which la* had 
given special considt ration his eonver- 
tion W’as HO thoughtful, pliilosopldeal 
and original that lie fascinated all w’ho 
listened to him.

Fees are too indefinite toln* regulak'd 
by rule, but certain amounts are cus­ 
tomary at sea. 
The voyager, if he is 
not seasick, is dependent for oonifort 
fir.st on the table steward. To this man 
it seems to be the rule to give |a .50 for 
one, or |5 for two or three ptirsons iu a 
party, whether one is served in regular 
cour.ses or orders w hat he pleases from 
the bill. 
Late » uppers m ight increase 
the fee. 
One’s next best friend is the deck 
Btew’ard, if he is attentive and has fol­ 
lowed out suggestions about the steam ­ 
er chair and rugs. 
Sometimes one can 
eat on deck when it is fatal to go below’, 
and then, if the deck steward is oblig­ 
ing, he deserves the larger part of w’hat 
would go to the table stew’ard in reg­ 
ular course. 
If the w’eather is at all 
fair, it is most agreeable to find one’s 
chair well placeil and the rugs dry ev­ 
ery morning, especially if one is in­ 
clined to seasickness. 
Moreover, this 
steward is the one who continuously 
brings saudw’iches and broth on deck, 
and, as he is obliged himself to fee the 
cook’s assistant to get these articles pre­ 
pared, it is clear that he should be well 
remembered at parting, if any one is. 
On many lines his pay, like that of 
most of the 8tew ard.s, is not higher than 
|1 3 a month, and the company, on gen­ 
eral principles, keeps back one-third t« 
pay for breakage. Another third goes to 
the cooks in fees. 
Where, therefore,

Th* late Philip Clark of Mattoon, 
Ilk., was a lifelong friend of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
A short tim e before his death 
Uncle Philip said in conversation with 
a correspondent of the Chicago Times 
Herald: 
“ I do not believe the tailor ever lived 
who was skillful enough to make clothes 
to fit Linoolu. He was the roughest aud 
moot irregular m an iii outline I ever 
gaw. 
But no child was afraid of him, 
and no woman would declare him to be 
ugly. Yet any description of his appear­ 
ance you would w rite down would war 
m ut the conclusion th at he was any­ 
thing but good looking. 
Why, I must 
tell you, the very skin of the man did 
not fit, for it apjieared to be louse on 
his features, uud I knew him from 
youth to age. 
A fter the Black Hawk 
war Lincoln was seized w ith politi­ 
cal aspirations, but failed to get the 
coveted 
position 
of 
representative. 
He m et w ith an obstacle in my friend 
Peter C artw right, a good man, whom 
I also knew as w ell as a brother in 
those dreary days. 
After 1883 I saw 
Lincoln quite often in 
Springfield, 
where ho then lived. 
I had met w ith 
some reverses, and after compounding 
medicines, tho nature of which I had 
learned from the Indians, which medi­ 
cines were sold by Drs. Robinson and 
Shields, I took m y money and w ent in ­ 
to partnership w ith the m erchants G ar­ 
rett and Douglas, aud we bought hogs 
and fattened them on the m ast aud 
what corn we could buy in the fields. 
“ The crop W’as poor th at year, and we 
bought a great deal of ground at #8 per 
acre and needed the service of a man to 
measure the ground. 
I did this part of 
the business anti h it upon Abe Lincoln 
as that man. 
He had a sort of survey­ 
ing outfit. 
I hired Lincoln to do this 
work for us and gave him the rather re­ 
markable wages of f l u day for his serv­ 
ices. Ab**—I alw ays called him by his 
name—thank?d me gratefully for this 
because he knew aud I knew we could 
have got the work done for 50 cents a 
day. 
But I was a friend of Abe, and 
my fortune* had turned for the bright­ 
er. 
So Lincoln rem ained iii our service 
a few days as a sort of accountant for 
us. 
“ We turned our hogs iii the fields, 
driving them in droves to the same. 
When weighing tim e came, Abe assist­ 
ed us again. 
I can see him now stand­ 
ing by the old steelyards. They are near­ 
ly all gone now. We would tie the hog’s 
legs together and swing him up, and 
then Abe would sing out the weight, 
take a pair of scissors and cut a bouch 
of bristles off the neck to show the ani­ 
mal had been weighed. 
Hogs iii those 
days had longer bristles than the breeds 
of today, and the clipping could bo seen 
by any drover. On one of these days he 
weighed 900 hogs for us. 
“ Lincoln was a friend of temperance 
also. 
We were together one night in a 
country neighborhood when some one 
proposed that we all go to the church 
close by to hear the Rev. Johu Berry 
preach a sermon on temperance. After 
listening attentively Abe remarked to 
me th at that subject would some tim e be 
one of the greatest in this country. 
“ Lincoln loved debate and could tell 
an anecdote w ith great effect. In one of 
his early races for congress I heard him 
debate w ith Peter C artw right, who was 
the terror of every local orator, as his 
opponent. He asked C artw right if Gen­ 
eral Jackson did rig h t in the removal— 
I believe it was—of the bank deposits. 
Cartw right evaded the question aud 
gave a very indefinite answer. 
Lincoln 
remarked th at C artw right reminded 
him of a hunter he once knew’ who rec­ 
ognized the fact th at in summ er the 
deer were red and in the w inter gray, 
and at one season, therefore, a deer 
m ight resemble a calf. The hunter had 
brought down one at long range, when 
it was hard to see the difference, and 
boasting of his own m arksm anship had 
said, ‘I shot at it so as to hit it if it 
was a deer and miss it if a calf. ’ This 
convulsed the audience and carried them 
with Lincoln. 
“ G ratitude was a religion w ith him. 
Lincoln ava* a poor financier. 
He was 
not a manager and seldom had any mon­ 
ey ahead. When he came to Springfield 
from Salem, he had been boarding for a 
year w ith a man named Nelson Ally at 
ll.5 0 per week aud was in debt to him 
•70. Misfortune overtook Ally long aft­ 
er that, and he became an inm ate of the 
Knox county poorhouse. 
Lincoln went 
in person and had him taken from the 
county house and given another home. 
He then asked Judge Davis to see that 
Ally should be cared for in case he (L in­ 
coln) should die first. I heard this con­ 
tract between Lincoln and Davis. Ally 


survived Lincoln two years, 
i &urw 
him w’ell. 
“ The last tim e I saw Lincoln was in 
September, 1868. I went to Washington 
to settle sumo business in regard to a 
large tract of sw amp lands I owned, 
aud while at my hotel I met Ward La- 
mou, whom I knew well 
He told me 
that he knew Mr. Lincoln would be 
very glad to see me and insisted on my 
calling the next day, which I accord­ 
ingly did, and that occasion I w ill nev- 
1 er forget. 
I was ushered into the room 
where he was conversing w ith a num ­ 
ber of generals in great glitter and show 
of uniform. 
He cordially received me 
aud introduced me to a num ber of these 
gentlemen and related to them a part of 
our early flatboating experiences. 
Dur­ 
ing this conversation you could hear a 
pin fall, such close attention did they 
all give us, which was to my em bar­ 
rassment at the time. 
I never saw him 
again until I gazed upon his remains 
after the awful tragedy of his assassina­ 
tion. “ 


THACKERAY AND GOETHE. 


Th* N o v elist’ll F irst In terview W ith th e 
Cl rea l I'net. 
In The O m tury there is an article bv 
W alter Vulpius, entitled “ Thackeray at 
W eim ar.” The following is Thackeray’s 
account of 
his 
first 
meeting w ith 
Goethe: 
Of course I remember very well the 
perturbation of spirit with which as a 
lad of 19 I received the long expected 
invitation that the Herr Geheim erath 
would see me. 
This notable audience 
took place iii a little antechamber of 
his private apartm ents, 
covered all 
round with antique casts and has reliefs. 
He was habited iii a long gruy drab rtd- 
ingote, with a w hite neckcloth and a 
red ribbon in his buttonhole. 
He kept 
his hands behind his buck, just as in 
R auch’s statuette. His complexion was 
very bright, clear and rosy, his eyes ex­ 
traordinarily durk, piercing and bril­ 
liant. * * * I fancied Goethe must have 
been still more handsome as an old man 
than even in the days of his youth. His 
voice was very rich and sweet. He ask­ 
ed me questions about myself, which I 
answered as best I could. 
Vidi tantum —I saw him but three 
tim es—-once w alking iu the garden of 
his house in the Franenplan, once going 
to step into his chariot on a sunshiny 
day, wearing a cap aud a cloak w ith 
a red collar. 
He was caressing at the 
tim e a beautiful little golden haired 
granddaughter, over whose sweet, fair 
face the earth has long since cloned. 
[Alm a von Goethe died at the age of 17 
years while on a visit iii Vieuuu in 
1844.] 
Though his Run was setting, the sky 


I round about was calm aud bright, aud I 
that little Weimar was illum ined by it. 
In every one of those kind salons tho talk 
was still of art and letters. At the court 
the conversation was exceedingly friend­ 
ly, simple and polished. 
The grand 
duchess, a lady of very rem arkable en­ 
dowments, would kindly borrow our 
books from us and graciously talk to 
us young men about our literary tastes 
ami pursuits. 
In the respect paid by 
this court to the patriarch of letters 
there was something ennobling, I think, 
alike to the subject and sovereign.

Fees are too indefinite to bo regulated 
by rule, but certain amounts are cus­ 
tom ary at sea. 
Tho voyager, if he is 
not seasick, is dependent for oomfort 
first on the table steward. To this man 
I it seems to be the rule to give $3.50 for 
one, or $5 for two or three persons in a 
party, whether one is served in regular 
courses or orders w hat he pleases from 
the bill. 
Late suppers m ight increase 
the fee. 
One’s next best friend is the deck 
steward, if he is attentive and has fol­ 
lowed out suggestions about the steam ­ 
er chair and rugs. 
Sometimes one can 
eat on deck when it is fatal to go below, 
aud then, if the deck steward is oblig­ 
ing, he deserves the larger part of w hat 
would go to the table steward in reg­ 
ular course. 
If the weather is at all 
fair, it is most agreeable to find one’s 
chair well placed and the rugs dry ev­ 
ery morning, especially if one is in­ 
clined to seasickness. 
Moreover, this 
steward is the one who continuously 
brings sandwiches and broth on deck, 
and, as he is obliged himself to fee the 
cook’s assistant to get these articles pre­ 
pared, it is clear that he should be well 
remembered at parting, if any one is. 
On many lines his pay, like that of 
most of the stewards, is not higher than 
$13 a month, and the company, on gen­ 
eral principles, keeps back one-third tc 
pay for breakage. Another third goes to 
the cooks in fees. 
Where, therefore, 
would he be without tips?—Lewis Mor­ 
ris Ridings in Scribner’s.

General Horace Porter, in “ ( ’ani- 
paignillf W ith G ran t,” in Tho Century, 
■ays concerning General G ran t’s secre­ 
tiveness: 
After the general had get seme n r .es 
cut on the m atch from Cold liarbtf an 
officer of rank joined him, and as xhey 
rode along bt gun to explain a plan 
Which lie had sketched, providing for 
the construction of another line of in- 
trenehm ents some distance in rear of the 
lines then held by us, to In' used iii ease 
the army should at any tim e w ant to 
fall back and move toward the Jam es 
and should 
be attacked while w ith ­ 
drawing. The general kept, on smoking 
his cigar, listened to the proposition fat 
a time and then quietly rem arked to the 
astonished officer. “ The arm y has a l­ 
ready pulled out from the enem y’s front 
and is now on its man'll to the Jam es.’ 
This is mentioned as an instance et 
how well his secrets could be kept. He 
had never been a secretive m an until th» 
positions of responsibility in which lie 
was placed compelled him to be chary 
iu giving expression to his opinions ami 
purposes. 
He then learned the fon'e of 
the philosopher’s maxim th at “ the un­ 
spoken word is a sword in the scabbard, 
while the spoken word is a sword iii tin* 
hand of one’s enemy. ” In the field there 
were constant visitors to the ram p, 
ready to circulate carelessly any inti 
{nations of the commander’s movements, 
at the risk of having such valuable in 
form ation reach the enemy. 
Any en 
oouraging expression given to an uppli- 
I cant, for favors was apt to be tortured 
into a promise, and the general natural 
ly became guarded iii his intercourse. 
When questioned beyond the bounds oi 
propriety, his lips closed like a vise, 
and the obtruding party was left to sup­ 
ply all the subsequent conversation. 
These circumstances proclaimed him 
a m an w ho studied to be uncom m unica­ 
tive and gave him a reputation for r< - 
serve which could not fairly be attrib- 
uted to him. 
He was cal led the “ Am er­ 
ican Sphinx,” “ Ulysses tile S ilent” and 
tho “ G reat Unspeakable,” and was pop­ 
ularly supposed to move about w ith 
sealed lips. 
It is true that lie had no 
“ small ta lk ” introduced merely for the 
sake of talking, and m any a one w ill 
recollect the embarrassment cf a fir t 
encounter w ith him result lug from this 
fact.. B ut while, like {shakespeare’a sol­ 
dier, he never wore his dagg< r iii his 
mouth, yet iii talking to a sm all circle 
of friends upon m atters to which ho had 
given special consideration his eonver- 
tion was so thoughtful, philosophical 
and original that he fascinated all who 
listened to him.

suits. 
Iii such an aet lies truo friend­ 
ship. 
Rut iii these days of criticism , 
when we arc apt to criticise everything 
and everybody, we are all tex) apt to j 
correct m istakes which are absolutely 
trivial and not worth correcting. 
And 
yet iii calling attention to them we rtf- 
ten hurt the feelings of our best friends. 
Not our* of us, even the most good na­ 
tured, likes to have his m istakes point­ 
ed out.

He acknowledged drinking the liquor, 
but told tin* sick m an story. 
Sides had 
always been a fair sort of an Indian, so, 
us he pleaded and begged, two or three 
good fellows iii the legislature agreed 
to fix things so that he could go buck to 
his people iii pride of conquest 
Ac­ 
cordingly this concurrent resolution was 
drawn up: 
“ Resolved, by the legislature of tho

It de­ 
prives him of patients, and he m ust go 
to less favored localities to praetiee his 
profession. 
Second.—The 
lymph, which flows 
through an autom atic valve when it in­ 
sert* its proboscis, contains a modified 
germ of the m alarial fever, and, accord­ 
ing to the well settled law of iuocula 
tion, the introduction of the weak germ 
renders harm less u subsequent attack by 
the strong germ. 
T hird.—The mosquito never swallows 
human blood. It cannot. Tilt* fact th at 
its Ixxiy becomes discolored and swells 
while probing is caused by the discolora­ 
tion of the lymph in contact w ith th* 
blood and tho m uscular effort of insert­ 
ing the probe. 
F ourth.—A mosquito w ill never in­ 
sert its lancet in a person not suscepti­ 
ble to an attack of m alaria. 
In this re­ 
spect its sense is more accurate than tho 
most skilled and experienced patholo­ 
gist. 
This also proves not only its un­ 
erring instinct, but th at it never wounds* 
unu<*cessari]y. Its thrusts an* those of a 
skilled and tinman surgeon aud even 
more unselfish, for hope of a fro never 
quickens him, nor does the malediction 
of his patient deter him in the fulfill­ 
m ent of his duty. 
Remember, then, that the presence of 
a mosquito is an infallible sign that 
m alaria is iii the air and that you are 
exposed to it, and when you hear that 
well known but solemn note of w arn­ 
ing do not treat him as a foe, but as a 
friend.— Boston Transcript.

Havana May 11.—There is a grim 
humor it the official announcements 
Ad to the state of the insurrection and 
the o^itlook which causes a sneer in 
Havana, where fov)d is scarce and sound 
money scarcer. As the situation grows 
worse at every point the palace reports 
hpcome more rose-colored and more at 
war with the fa<*ts. For instance, for a 
centen. which is worth $5.30 in Spanish 
gold, one may get the equivalent of 
$11.30 in paper money in Havana. 
It is significant that the paper money 
ijf Spain is at a greater discount at tuis 
moment, when the reforms are said to 
be at hand, than at any time since the 
war be^an. During the ten years’ war 
a centen was at one time worth $13 in 
paper, and no one doubts that the bll- 
Ictes will reach or pass that point again. 
Two months ago a centen w'as wortii 
$8.10 in paper, and then there was less 
talk of pacification and reforms than 
now. 
Tbe fact is no one pays any atten­ 
tion to General Weyler’s proclamations 
about the peace he says he has brought 
about, or to his talk about the golden 
time that is coming, now that the queen 
regent has been kind enough to sign 
the reforms. 
These things are mere 
sound. But the paper money is a g<*im 
fact and the determination with which 
all persons refuse to have it thrust 
upon them at par forces General Wey- 
ler to recognize that the money ques­ 
tion U superior to his decree and to 
abandon his declared iufention of pun­ 
ishing any one who looked twice at 
those “shin plasters,” 
Indeed, Spain, over his head, suggests 
that the billetes be accepted at the cus­ 
tom houses with an increase in diitie.s 
corresponding to the 
depreciation of 
the paper. 
The shopkeepers do ujt 
accept any billetes in any cases, anl 
if they do the cu.stomer must pay twice 
the gold value. It is depreciated oaper 
and the country will not recognize it 
as anything else. The plight of Spain 
is bad enough 
without 
the 
rioting 
which would lie general if an attempt 
were made to force this paper down the 
throats of men already grown sullen 
t'ccanse of the disastrous and lagging 
military pow'cr of General Weyler.

Havana May ll.—Then* is a grim 
humor it the official announcements 
as to the state of the insurrection and 
the outlook which causes a sneer in 
Havana, where food is scarce and sound 
money scarcer. As the situation grows 
worse at every point the palace reports 
become more rose-colored and more at 
war with the facts. For instance, for a 
centen. which is worth $5.30 in Spanish 
gold, one may get the equivalent of 
f 11.30 in paper money in Havana. 
It is significant that the paper money 
of Spain is at a greater discount at ta is 
moment, when the reforms are said to 
be at hand, than at any time since the 
war began. During the ten years’ war 
a centen was at one time worth $13 in 
paper, and no one doubts that the bil­ 
lies will reach or pass that point again. 
Two months ago a centen was worth 
$8.10 in paper, and then there was less 
talk of pacification and reforms than 
now. 
The fact is no one pays any atten­ 
tion to General Weyler’s proclamations 
about the peace he says he has brought 
about, or to his talk about the golden 
time that Is coming, now that the queen 
regent has been kind enough to sign 
the reforms. 
These things are mere 
sound. But the paper money is a g'im 
fact and the determination with which 
all 
persons refuse to have it thrust 
upon them at par forces General Wey- 
ler to recognise that the money ques­ 
tion is superior to his decree and to 
abandon his declared intention of pun­ 
ishing any one who looked twice at 
those “shin plasters.” 
Indeed, Spain, over his head, suggests 
that the billetes be accepted at the cus­ 
tom houses wMth an increase in duties 
corresponding to the 
depreciation of 
the paper. 
The shopkeepers do nit 
accept any billetes in any cases, aril 
if they do the customer must pay twice 
the gold value. It is depreciated oaper 
and the country will not recognize it 
as anything else. The plight of Spain 
is bad enough 
without 
the 
rioting 
which would be general if an attempt 
were made to force this paper down the 
throats of men already grown sullen 
because of the disastrous and lagging 
military power of General Weyler.

There are many eagles in the Tenues 
ice m ountains, and there are mouiitaiii- 
rers who are exp « *rt catchers of the 
young eaglets, w ho reap rich rew’ards In 
r« .turn for their p erilous risks ami ad­ 
ventures. 
Eagles 
make their eyries 
auioiig the clefts and crags of the high­ 
est immutains of the state. 
They are 
fr« und on th» « Htoue mountain, the great 
Roan« *, 
feet high; the Bald, o.-aaO 
f«*«*t; the iTreat Smoky rang« *, fi.iJ.IH 
fe« *t; the Bullhead, 6,612 feet; on the 
Tnaka, the Big Stone and oth« *rs, none 
of th« *ni less than 5,000 feet alxive the 
l« !vel of the country at their f« *et. 
Young eagles bring from |4 0 to f80, 
occasionally # 100. 
Eagles that are of 
some age and of a great size (such are 
rarely cap tured, however) bring as high 
as # 600 ami JiAOO. Eagles which have to 
J)c kill« ‘d while trying to cap ture them 
ar« « valuable to taxiderm ists, who al­ 
ways find an easy m arket for a great 
►til filed eagle. Their feath« *rs, esp ecially 
the w ing and tail feather.s, are sold for 
gcHwl p rices. 
The « » agle builds its nest up on the top j 
of a m ighty tree growing far up on th« « 
m ountain among the myria« lof twining 
vines, or in the thickest and almost iii- 
ac(*essihle growth of bushes and shrubs, 
or on the snm niit of a high rock. 
An 
eagle’s nest i.s a large one always, and 
is strongly and comfortably built. Large 
sticks and braiich« *s ar« * laid together, 
nearly flat, and bound w ith twining 
vines. 
The sp acious inside is covered 
w ith hair and mosses so m inutely woven 
together that no wind can enter. 
The ' 
moth« *r bird lays two eggs, which are 
curiosities. 
The long end tap ers down 
to a jioiiit. 
The color of the egg is a 
ground of brownish red, with iiiaiij’ dots 
and sp ots up on it. 
Th« * egg its« *lf is 
p r« X)f of the w ild ami savag« * p areiitag« *. 
An « *agle lives from 80 to 160 y« *ars. 
The young birds are (lri\« ‘ii fortli by 
th« ‘ir savage iian nts to scratch fortln ni- 
s« 'lv« 's us soon as th« *v an* abb* to fly. No 
training is giv« *n th« *m by the ol« l bird. 
Tliat is h'ft to their wibl instincts, 
which hunger ami n« *c« .ssity «l« v« *l« ip. I 
There is no goiiig “ hack to tin* old 
horn« « ’’ for the young eagle. The mother 
bird tears up ever v« “itig« « of th« * nest 
where th(*y huv« « thriven sim*e birth, and 
whil« « they em it p laiiitiv« * shrieks the 
ol I 1 ird darts at tin'iii and p ushes them 
olT 111«« crags ««r rocks, and t«« p ri‘V« *iit 
falling they m ust tak« « to th« ir w’iiigs, 
and this is how th« *y h'urn to fly. 
It 
takes tliroo y« *ars for a y« mng « *ugl«* to 
gain its full and eoiup h'te p lumag« « aiul 
Hti(» ngth. 
Away up in the mountains the eagle, 
iimls it as hard logain snbsisi« *ne« ‘ as do 
the gruiubl« *rsof th« * p lain. Tliep r« *eari 
oiisne.ss of its exist(*ne*« ami tlu« wihl 
maiiiu'r in which fo« *« l is gath« *r« *d s« *ein 
! to give the bird f« *r(x*ity as it grows 
older. They range among the m ountains 
and valleys in p airs, their young n« ‘v« *r 
following, lint doing th« « best tlu*y can. 
Th« « st(*rii, unsocial tyranny, Ix'ginning 
w ith the hcmel« *ss and outcast « 'ugl« *t, is 
continiu'd in 
lat« *r 
y« *ars wdth their 
mates. 
If the m ale bird bt* the strong« *r, the 
most of the p rey b« 'longs to him, and lu« 
allows the femal« « to « -at a p altry share 
between tierce thrusts of his b« *ak at her. 
If the f(’|iiale is the stronger (and she 
gi'iieraliy is), tlie male bird cowers aiul 
w'inct's iimler many a tu'n e blow from 
his unf« *eliiig w’if« *, no m atter how’ small 
tho morsel ho g« *ts. 
But when danger 
threat« *ns, no liumaii p air can battle so 
fiercely f« ir « *aeh other as ean twoeagl« *s. 
Tim br« '(*ding season begins almut Mart*h, 
and each male has but one mat« « during 
his entire life. 
If the f« *nial« « is kill« *« ! 
orcap tur« *« ], tho surviving male becomes 
an eaglo herm it and fiercer than ever. 
They are often s(*en iu*ar their nests 
tog« *th« *r, and when tho suu is shining 
take their m ajestic flights straight to­ 
ward that great ball of tire until they 
disap p ear from sight, 
Sitting ujioii the 
m ountain sid« \ tlu'ir vision is so k« *eu 
th at they cans« *« *, far dow’ii the valley, 
a slu'ep or young gout, a big turkey or 
rooster, a small p ig, rabbit, or large 
bird, and almost in the tw inkling of an 
eye tlu*y dt'seend suddenly up on their 
victim. 
One mighty grasp and a tw ist 
of their talons and tiie victim is dead, 
long before the eaglo lays it down for a 
j r« 'p ast. An oaglo can live two ami three 
days, and ov« *n five days, 
uihui 
a g<« rg- 
ing m« *al. 
They pr« *y up on all sorts of 
large birds, flsh. Jambs, kids and goats.

111 the midst of the moun­ 
tains near Mussendom lie had seen during 
a thunderstorm sn< Ii displays of light­ 
ning as battled description. 
He had, at 
certain seasons of tho year, observed tho 
water iii the bay—which was large 
enough to hold all tho fleets of the 
world—present exactly the appearance 
of blood. Not many miles from Musscn- 
dom be bud witnessed mysterious fire 
circles flitting over the surface of the 
sea at a speed of IOO m ibs an hour, a 
phenomenon which no one had yet l*« en 
able to explain. 
While steaming along the coast of 
Baluchistan he had been called from 
bis cabin ut night to observe tie* more 
common phenomenon of a milky sea, 
the water for miles around being sin 
guiltily white and luminous. 
In the 
same locality the sea was, for short pe­ 
riods, as if putrid, the fi>h being de­ 
stroyed in myriads, so Unit to prevent 
a pestilence measures had to be taken 
to bury those cast up on the beach. This 
ph eudnenon was doubtless due to the 
outbreak of a submarine volcano aud 
the liberation of sulphurated hydrogen, 
In these waters jelly fib were as large 
as footballs, and sea snakes of brilliant 
hue were met with in great numbers. 
On one occasion a swarm of sea snakes 
forced their w ay up one of the creeks 
in Karachi harbor, apparently for the 
purpose of having a battle royal, for the 
ground between high aud low water 
mark was thickly covered with their 
bodies iii positions which betokened a 
deadly struggle.—Boston Transcript.

Tb* re are many eagles in the Tenues 
sc* mountains, and them am mountain­ 
eers who am expert catchers bf tho 
young eaglets, who reap rich rewards In 
return for their perilous risks and ad­ 
ventures. 
Eagles make their eyries 
among the clefts and crags of the high­ 
est mountains of the state. They am 
found on the Htoue mountain, the great 
Koauo, 6,296 feet high; the Bald, 5,550 
fe**t; the Great Smoky range, 8,088 
feet; the Bullhead, 6,812 feet; on the 
I’naka, the Big Stone and others, none 
of them leas than 5,000 feet above the 
level of the country at their feet. 
Young eagles bring from $40 to |80, 
occasionally HOO. 
Eagles that are of 
MOtne age and of a great size (such am 
rarely captured, however) bring as high 
as $800 and 1500. Eagles which have to 
be killed while trying to enpture them 
are valuable to taxidermists, who al­ 
ways find an easy market for a great 
stuffed eagle. Their feathers, especially 
the wing and tail feathers, am sold for 
good pri<*es. 
The eagle builds its nest upon the top 
of a mighty tree growing far up on the 
mountain among the myria*Lof twining 
vines, or iii the thickest and nlmost in­ 
accessible growth of bashes and shrubs, 
or on the summit of a high rock. 
An 
eagle’s nest is a large one always, and 
is strongly and comfortably built. Large 
sticks and branches am laid together, 
nearly flat, and hound with twining 
vim s. 
The spacious inside is covered 
with hair aud mosses so minutely woven 
together that no wind can enter. 
The 
mother bird lays two eggs, which am 
curiosities. The long end tapers down 
to a point. 
Th** color of the egg is a j 
ground of brownish red, with many dots 
aud sjsits upon it. 
The egg itself is 
proof of tho wild aud savage parentage. 
An eaglo lives from HO to 180 years. 
The young birds are driven forth by 
their savage parents toserateh for them­ 
selves as soon us they are able to tty. No 
training is given them by the old bird. 
That is left to their wild instincts, J 
which hunger and nee* ssity develop. 
There is no going “ back to the old 
home” for tho young eagle. The mother 
bird tears up ever vestige of the nest I 
Where they have thriven since birth, and 
while they em it plaintive shrieks the 
ol I I ird darts at them and pushes them 
off tho crags or rocks, and to prevent 
falling they must take to their wings, 
and this is how they learn to fly. 
It 
takes th roo years for a young eagle to 
gain its full aud complete plumage and 
strength. 
Away up in the mountains tho eagle 
finds it as hard to gain subsistence as do 
the grumblers of the plain. Thepreeari 
ousuesa of its existence aud the wild 
manner in which fixsl is gathered seem 
to give the bird ferocity as it grows 
older. They range among the mountains 
and valleys iii pairs, their young never 
following, but doing the best they can. 
The stern, unsocial tyranny, beginning 
with the homeless and outcast eaglet, is 
continued in later 
years with their 
mates. 
lf the male bird be the stronger, the 
most of tho prey belongs to him, and be 
allows tile female to eat a paltry share 
between fierce thrusts of his beak at her. 
If the fojnale is the stronger (and sh** 
generally is), tho male bird rowers and 
winces under many a fierce blow from 
bis unfeeling wife, no matter how small 
tho morsel he gets. 
But when danger 
threatens, no human pair can battle so 
fiercely for each other as can two eagles. 
The breeding season begins about March, 
and each male has but one mate during 
bis entire life. 
If the female is killed 
or captured, tho surviving male becomes 
an eagle hermit and fiercer than ever. 
They are often seen near their nests 
together, and when the sun is shining 
take their majestic flights straight to­ 
ward that great ball of fire until they 
disappear from sight 
Sitting upon the 
mountain side, their vision is so keen 
that they can nee, far down the valley, 
a sheep or young goat, a big turkey or 
rooster, a small pig, rabbit, or large 
bird, and almost in the twinkling of an 
eye they descend suddenly upon their 
victim. 
One mighty grasp aud a twist 
of their talons and the victim is dead, 
long before the eagle lays it down for a 
repast. Au eagle can live two and three 
days, and even ti vc days, upon a gorg­ 
ing meal. They prey upon all sorts of 
large birde, fish, lambs, kids and goats. 
Oftentimes, when a large calf or goat is 
to be attacked and carried off, four or 
six of them will unite and carry off the 
the carcass, when they will immediate­ 
ly begin to fight it out to see which of 
them is entitled to tho choicest bits, ami 
it is truly a survival of th** fittest in 
IU ch combats as th ese. 
Eagles are raptured by expert moun­ 
taineers, who spy upon the parent bird 
building 
hor nest and wait for the 
breeding season. After a due time they 
scale jlie mountains, and, well armed 
for the inevitable fight with the parent 
birds, go to these mountain eyries. Of­ 
tentimes four men are required to let 
one of them down a steep precipice or 
cliff, while two of them, dead shots 
with the rifle, shoot and kill the old 
birds upon their firs 
approach, for it

a door in one side and a high pitched 
roof, to rn ak* the suow slide off easily, 
and a chimney of prodigious size.

ff>w y**arx ago the great chimney of the 
house at Boscawen, where General 
John A. Dix was boro, was torii down 
and found to contain 150,000 of brick. 
The chimney of the Darling house in 
this town, destroyed about th** same 
time, was about as large. 
Its removal 
provided the house with a good sized 
additional room. Almost all the seven- 
I teen th century houses were wooden, 
though about the oldest structure in 
New England was built of stone at 
Guilford, Conn , in or near 1688. Exe- 
t* r’s old* -it, tho Darling bouse, is atwjut 
IO or ll years younger. Exeter had on­ 
ly three brick houses dating fur back 
into the eighteenth century, and now 
bas only two, if they still can Is* called 
brick after being covered with wood 
and receiving large wooden extensions. 
Tiles** are th** Peavy house, on the New­ 
market road, and the old lious** off Wa­ 
ter street built by Nathaniel Ladd. 
Both were erected between 1720 and 
1780, the Peavy lions**, of which James 
Gilman was the builder, replacing an 
older structure which had been burned. 
The very picturesque Dennett Gilman 
house, a brick structure with gambrel 
roof, which stood about where the Amos 
Turk house now stands, was torn clown 
about 60 years ago. The block near the 
great bridge is of nineteenth century 
origin, having been built by Major fcjim- 
eon Folsom about 1818. 
Dwelling house architecture first be­ 
came a really fine art in New England 
during the flush times which intervened 
between Wolfe’s capture of (Quebec in 
1759 and the Revolutionary outbreak of 
1775. It was then that the older of th** 
stately mansions of Portsmouth and 
Newburyport were erected. 
The war 
pretty effectively stopped house build­ 
ing, but by 1800 prosperity bad returned, 
and New England shipowners became 
very rich. The house building mania 
broke out again in th** form of those 
great, square, three story bouses of 
which Exeter has a few un*! of which 
Sal*m, Newburyport and Portsmouth 
are full. 
The magnates of 1800-10 disliked 
gambrel roofs aud had no patience with 
nooks and passages. They were plain, 
downright and utilitarian men, and 
they built bouses as square as them­ 
selves, with no nonsense about them, 
except perhaps tho usually superfluous 
third story. 
VV* re these worthies to re­ 
turn to earth they might appreciate the 
many modern 
improvements which 
have been introduced in architecture, 
but they would be pretty sure to repu­ 
diate with scorn the adornments for 
which poor Queen Aune bas been beld 
responsible.— Exeter (N. H .) News 
Letter.
